If already ulcerated, 
it is beſt in this caſe to leave them untoucht; Auxiliaries are of no force, but 
rather exaſperate the Diſeaſe. It will be more ſafe, if either by Nature or Me- 
dicine the Merſes return, or be reduced to their priſtine|ſtate. If by Age, or © 
otherwjſe by the evil digeſtion of the body, theſe be obſtructed, then by pur- 
ging and cicanſing Medicaments remove the defect.

It is more wholeſome for Travellers in| the heat of Summer not to drink, 
though oppreſt with thirſt, yet ſomething to quench their thirſt is very conve- 
nient, to which purpole excellent 1s the ſhells of wood Pruxel/os chewed inthe 
mouth, which in Travelling may ſerve inſtead of driak, 

So this following powder is very profitable to Itinerants chiefly in the Sum- 
mer, 1f the intewperate heat of the Liver be urgent.

| Loſt digeſtion in Chronical Diſeaſes, where for the moſt part the Concodti- 
on of the Ventricle is wholly decayed, 1s in time reſtored, by Azology with 
the eflence of bread, and the Oyl thereof 3 it alſo other things, as well in- 
wardly as outwardly. be rightly adminiſtred : So the effence of fleſh extracted 
by being boyled alone in a cloſe veſſel without any addition of water , doth 
gradually reſolve all nutriment, and recalls, as it were from baniſhment, the 
concoGion of the Ventricle to its priſtine ſtate.

Externalls are ſuppoſitories and Clyſters, which are outwardly applyed, that 
they may draw out and purgethe Phlegm from the inteſtines, and diſſolve the 
obſtruttion. Among ſuppoſitories laudable is that which is, made of 3 j of 
Homey, and 3 j of black Helebore : This ſuppoſitory is proper in Children, 
AClyſter is made from 3 j to 3 j and ſs of Crocus of mettalls, 1n th j of Meriv- 
rial decoQtion, and 3 ij of Oyl 0/7ve or freſh Buztey rightly applyed : 'See Crol- 
lizs. This is alſo uſeful in the hardneſs of dregsin the bowells. 1 

In ObſtruQions ariſing from hardned dregs, Clyſters are uſeful. Alſo the 
Caule with the Inteſtines of a Calf, boyled in the ſame manner as when prepa- 
red for the Table. While it is hot with the broth it was boyled in, let the 
ſick receive the fume througha chair into his fundament, and a little after the 
hardneſs will remove, and the Obſtruction diſlolve, which afterward with in- 
ternal immollient medicines muſt further be diſcharged. | 
Among immollient medicaments Creams of Tartar obtains the priority from 
3j to3 jand ſs often exhibited in broths, one, two, three or four dayes. 

In greateſt Obſtruttion of the ſtomack R. Of Feathers cut exceeding ſwall 
one Pugil, mix them in bread and make. it up like Pills ; alſo Oyl of Fax in 
mollifying Clyſters from j to 3 j 3 the Navel muſt be annointed with Civet. 
The Gall of a B«Z may alſo be added to Clyſters, in imitation of Nature,
